1. To choose a town clerk, a town treasurer, a collector of taxes, 
a selectman for three years, one trustee for three years, a road 
agent, a superintendent of cemeteries, health officer, an overseer of 
the poor, two police officers, and an auditor for two years. 


2. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to hire 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


38. To see if a discount of 1% will be allowed on property taxes 
paid before a certain date to be later set by selectmen. 


4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to sell 
town property taken on tax title. 


5. To see if the town will vote to confirm the present pay 
schedule for Town Officers’ Salaries, as a permanent Town Pay Roll 
which may not be changed or altered except by an appropriate 
Article in the Town Warrant, (as well as the necessary provision 
for it, made in the Budget). 


6. To see if the town will vote to amend article No. 12 passed 
at the March 1967 town meeting to read: “For reasons of public 
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health and to preserve the attractiveness of our town, that a mini- 
mum of one acre of land shall be required for each residence. 
Such residence shall be at least 50’ from any highway and shall 
be served by septic tank sewage disposal. This shall not apply to 
existing residence and further will exclude multi-type dwellings, 
minimum of five clusters per acre, from the town requirement of 
one acre minimum per domicile providing town and state sewage 
water and health regulations are met. Where topography does not 
allow application of the above, the Selectmen, the Planning Board 
and Conservation Commission shall arbitrate the situation. All 
proposed multi-type dwellings will be considered individually as 
they refer to each individual area being developed, prior to being 
approved.” 


7. To see if the Town will vote to become a member of the Pemi- 
Baker River Valley regional planning agency. This agency will have 
membership of at least two of the municipalities in the Pemi-Baker 
River Area.

Following is a report of the committee appointed at the March 
1968 town meeting to investigate the driveway plowing situation.

On the evening of August 26, 1968, a meeting was held at the 
Thornton Town School to see what was to be done about the plowing 
of driveways here in Thornton. It was decided to recommend to 
the town to discontinue the plowing of driveways; the main reason 
being that it is illegal according to the laws of this state, and also, 
it was brought to our attention that it cost more to plow private 
drives than the town roads, and with the development of land be- 
cause of the fast growing ski sport, there will be even more private 
drives than ever in the future.

Resignations: Mrs. Sidney Cheney and Col. Wayne Higgins

Board Election: Mrs. Phyllis Holbrook appointed as treasurer. 


Planning Board members attended several meetings with ad- 
joining town planning boards as well as State and Town Officials. 


Coordination with Commissioner Morton and members of his 
staff was maintained to relocate the proposed service road which 
divided Mr. Vincent Levasseur’s property. Through the efforts of 
the Town Selectmen and Planning Board the proposed service road, 
planned to serve in conjunction with Interstate 93, will be relocated 
to a more desirable location thereby saving much of Mr. Levas- 
seur’s field. 


Waterville and Campton Officials terminated sponsorship of the 
Mad River Watershed Project and notified Thornton Town and 
State Officials. The action was taken to expedite the repairs of the 
lower Mad River road, whereas the watershed project was proposed 
as a protective measure for all inhabitants down stream as well as 
serve as a recreational area. As result of sponsorship termination 
by the adjoining towns the Thornton Selectmen, Conservation Com- 
mission and Planning Board members met to discuss this problem. 
It was unanimous that the Town of Thornton would continue spon- 
sorship of the watershed for the protection of the town people and 
their property from flood hazards. Recommendation was again 
submitted to State Officials to relocate the lower road to the upper 
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road thereby permitting the construction of the watershed and pro- 
viding a modern highway to the Waterville area. All project spon- 
sors, Washington and State officials were notified of continued 
sponsorship by the town as a safety measure. Mr. George McGee, 
State Water Resource Board, was notified by the Grafton Soil 
Conservation Commission that as a result of Thornton’s decision 
they also voted to continue sponsorship of the project. 


Planning board members also attended Regional Planning meet- 
ings. Briefly, towns having duly authorized representatives as 
members of the Regional Planning Commission will jointly partici- 
pate in taking action for the preparation of a comprehensive area 
plan, thereby becoming eligible for Federal Aid Funds. 


It was brought to the attention of the Planning board that close 
to a thousand acres have been purchased for reasons of develop- 
ment in the town. The parcels include: Rust, 190 acres; Brown, 230 
250 acres; Rizzo, 15 acres; Martel, 50 acres. There is still more on the 
market.

Although $500.00 was raised for tarring, it was not used the 
past summer. We have done more patching and used the asphalt 
which was on hand in the barrels. As the snow melts we will be in 
need of this money to repair the damage from frost to our paved 
roads. 


The general expenses of the Highway Department ran over the 
budget this year due to repairs on the tar wagon. It caught fire and 
burned the engine and clutch assembly. Two culverts needed re- 
placing which was done. The above two items amount to the over 
expended amount of the budget. 


With discontinuing the plowing of driveways, we have had 
considerable savings. We have been investigating the cost of salt- 
ing roads. Those that are heavily traveled have been a problem to 
bulk salt. Application is approximately 500 pounds per mile. It is 
estimated that we would be salting approximately 10 miles of road 
per snow storm. The cost of material would be $39.50 and it might 
take a second application to clean the road down to the pavement. The 
cost of salting, material and application, could run as high as $120 
per storm. It is estimated it would cost $2,400 for a winter. Sand- 
ing cost average is about $800 for the winter. 
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CEMETERY REPORT 


The final papers were passed on the annexation of 2.5 acres 
adjacent land to Pine Grove Cemetery. An article is placed in the 
Warrant this year to purchase fencing. 


The Pine Grove Cemetery was mowed four times, the Hanson 
Cemetery was mowed twice and the Gore Cemetery once. Harry 
Uhlman did the clean up during the spring at the Mad River Ceme- 
tery and it was mowed once by the Superintendent. We hope to 
spend more time on the cemeteries during the coming year.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


New Hampshire is the fastest growing state in the northeast 
in terms of population increase. It is also an industrialized state 
and this growth is likely to continue, all of which means more fam- 
ilies and homes. Our growing summer population is scattered 
throughout the state with a phenomenal increase in vacation homes. 


Many new homes and practically all cottages are being located 
in woodlands and abandoned fields and forests crowd into the back 
yard of our village streets. In a state where the forests cover 86% 
of the land surface, it is necessary that everyone be aware all 
through the season, which comes with the disappearance of the 
snow until the snow comes again, of the need to be careful with 
outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 

1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 

3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. 

If you must burn — 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden 
for all debris burning except when the ground is covered 
with snow, Cooking fires in outdoor fireplaces or in 
charcoal brasiers in your own back yard is permitted on 
notification of the warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burning 
of household rubbish on grass by householders between 
9:00 A. M. and 5:00 P. M. 

ec. Have equipment on hand to control the fire before you 
light the match. 

4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire warden 
or fire department. 
Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column and save 
our tax dollars for useful purposes.

VIRGINIA C. SARGEANT 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your superintendent 
of schools. 


Two new staff members greeted the children when school opened 
this year and the other teachers returned. Mrs. Pugh returned to 
teach grades 1 and 2 and Mrs. Dennis for grades 5 and 6. Mr. 
Wheeler who had been the principal in Warren was employed as 
principal teacher of grades 7 and 8. Mrs. Begor who recently 
graduated from Framingham State College accepted the position in 
grades 3 and 4 which was created by the retirement of Mrs. Benton. 
I am sure we all were sorry to see the time come when one of our 
faithful servants reaches the point of retirement. However, they 
richly deserve some time to do the things there has never seemed 
to be time for before. We miss her and I am sure many children do 
too. 


We are continually upgrading our curriculum through modern 
textbooks. The greatest need we have now is in the area of math- 
ematics which should be taken care of next year. New series of 
math books will be examined by the teachers and the one containing 
modern math methods best suited to our particular needs will be 
selected. 


Our school participated in the state-wide testing program this 
year. Generally we rated on a par with other schools our size. 
Grades 3, 5 and 7 were tested and the results compiled for similar 
grades throughout the state. 


The question of the education of your grade 7 and 8 pupils will 
probably be raised at the district meeting. At this writing I’m not 
sure what the recommendation will be for you to consider, but it 
merits your attention. It is my opinion that in the overall educa- 
tional spectrum of today we just cannot properly equip 7th and 8th 
grade youngsters for high school in self-contained multiple grade 
classrooms. Mathematics and Science in particular are becoming 
so highly specialized as subjects it is practically impossible to find 
teachers who are expert in all fields of preparation. 


We are taking advantage of our Title I funds to have Mrs. Dole 
serve as a teacher of Developmental Reading. She works with chil- 
dren who need the little extra help required to improve their class- 
room performance. In a recent discussion with her many pupils 
have made excellent progress. 
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Our lunch program continues to be an excellent one and is very 
popular. There is almost 100% participation which speaks for itself. 


During the past 2 years more than normal amounts have been 
spent on building repairs. These needed to be done and the property 
is in a good state of repair. The time will probably come when the 
school roof will need more work but for the time being the problem 
has been solved. 


The district should be thinking about permanent arrangement 
to educate its high school pupils. It was the will of the majority 
(which is as it should be) that they not participate in the AREA 
plan with other towns. However, this decision though the demo- 
cratic way, does not allow for long range planning. In my opinion 
we should begin to think of the alternatives if the time comes when 
there is no space in the AREA school for Thornton pupils. 


I have appreciated the cooperation of the school board and the 
district in support of its educational system.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report 
show the total amount paid to the superintendent of schools as per 
the following quotation: “Reports. Each superintendent of a super- 
visory union shall annually prepare a report of the total salary paid 
to the superintendent, showing in detail the amount paid by 
the state and each local school district, and their share of same. 
Said report shall be filed with the school board of each school dis- 
trict involved and shall be included in the annual report of the re- 
spective school district as a separate entry. A like report and entry 
shall be made for each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, 
and business administrators, if any is in service in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among 
the several school districts of the union on the basis of adjusted 
valuation. One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily mem- 
bership in the school for the previous school year ending June 30th. 
The salary of $11,500. which was received by the superintendent of 
schools of Supervisory Union #48 during 1967-68 school year was 
made up as follows: $4500.00 paid by the State of New Hampshire 
and $7,000.00 pro-rated among the several school districts. Allow- 
ances of $1300.00 for travel within the union was also pro-rated as 
stated above.

I would suggest the need for a music teacher and parental as- 
sistance for the teachers.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
January 1, 1968 to January 1, 1969 


The Nurse visited the school 39 times during the school year. 


The children were inspected for signs of illness, skin infections, 
hair and scalp, and cleanliness, nutrition, and small pox vaccinations. 


First Aid supplies were bought for the school. 
First Aid was given if needed when the nurse was in school. 


The children’s teeth were checked and a Dental Clinic was held 
at the office of Dr. Jamback in Woodsville. 


The children were treated at the Clinics held for those who do 
not go to a family Dentist. The State Dental Hygienist visited 
each classroom and talked about Dental Hygiene. A film was shown 
on Dental Health and a demonstration was given to show the proper 
way to brush teeth. 


Three Immunization Clinics were held at the school. Grades 1, 
4 and 8 were given Immunizations for Polio (Oral), Diphtheria, Tet- 
anus Boosters, Measles and Re-Vaccinations by Dr. Parker. These 
were sponsored by the state Board of Health. 


All first grade children were given The Tine Test for T. B. The 
State T. B. Testing Program is limited to 1,600 first graders in 
New Hampshire and their families or household if a positive reaction 
is found on any child in this grade. 


A health Record is maintained on each pupil showing his weight 
and height. 


A Vision and Hearing Screening Test was done on each pupil and 
notices sent to parents of those who failed the test advising them to 
have the child checked by their own physician. 


A Pre-School Registration was held at the school. 
Home visits were made when needed for conference with parents. 


The Nurse attended Evening Workshops, State Teacher’s Conven- 
tions, School Nurse Sections. Conferences were also held with the 
Director of School Health Services, Psychologists and Social Workers.
